swept 
across Fayette County and wrecked 
part of Washington C. II. on Sept. 
8 , 1885, a matter of 68 years ago, 
the terrific force of the wind per­ 
formed many peculiar tricks. 
Straws were blown deep into the 
bark of trees and into fence posts, 
and some of these freaks are still 
in existence, I am told. 
Winds inside the spiral of a tor­ 
nado often reach 500 miles an hour, 
and produce almost supernatural 
results. 
The tremendous suction of a tor­ 
nado funnel even strips the feathers 
from chickens and drains the water 
from wells. 
When the terrific velocity of the 
winds is realized, then it may well 
be known why a tornado leaves 
death and destruction in its wake. 
This has been a year of more 
than the usual number of 
t o r ­ 
nadoes, and more than one tornado 
warning, broadcast over radios, 
caused a great many persons to 
be badly frightened, and no t o r ­ 
nado materialized. 
One of the most extraordina r y 
freaks of tornadoes that has come 
to my notice, was the claim of a 
resident of northern Fayette Coun­ 
ty that years ago when a tornado 
swept across Jefferson and Paint 
Townships, wrecking several houses

2nd Trillion 
Looming In 
Appropriations 


WASHINGTON Lf) — Congress is 
working on its second trillion dol­ 
lars in appropriations in the last 
82 years. 
Since 1872, when the House Ap­ 
propriations 
Committee 
started 
keeping statistics, Congress has ap­ 
propriated 
$1,162,000,000,000, 
well 
over half of it to the military. 
More than half the staggering 
total was appropriated during the 
last IO years, 
although 
the 
all- 
time high was the $147 billion al­ 
lotted in 1942, the first full year of 
World W ar IL 
Only once during 
the 
last 
IO 
years have annual appropriations 
exceeded $100 billion. That was in 
1951, when the threat of World W ar 
III became real and Congress shell­ 
ed out $101 billion. 
Congress didn’t start thinking in 
terms of billions, much less tril­ 
lions, 
until

Ground moles are enem ies o f 
gardeners, not because they e a t 
bulbs and plant roots, but because 
they unwittingly aid rodents that 
do. 
R. K. Davis, extension wildlife 
conservationist at Ohio State Uni­ 
versity, said today that the m ole’s 
bad reputation com es from cutting 
through obstructions in his tunnel­ 
ing, and because his tunnels, once 
established, are used by a lot of 
bad company.

Some time ago this column mentioned 
that an innovation by one committee of 
Congress was being planned which could 
set a new precedent along practical and 
less expensive lines for congressional 
junkets.

This is far different from listening teethe 
exhortations of lobbyists in ^Washington.

The important thing about these p r o- 
posed trips which makes them standout 
in a different light than most congres­ 
sional excursions which end up as pleasure 
trips, is that the men on this committee 
understand that the travel into the farm­ 
ing regions means little comfort and actu­ 
ally some hard work. It involves some­ 
thing different by proposing strict rela­ 
tionship between the travel and matters 
being investigated. 
This is said to be no random to u r on 
luxury liner or in pressurized air cabin 
to Europe or Hawaii, there to divide time 
neatly between a ii-conditioned offices of 


p r i m e ministers a n d air-conditioned 
lounges of officers’ clubs and tourist ho­ 
tels. Nor is it an expedition to investigate 
Alaskan affairs, carefully timed for mid­ 
summer, or a foray to our Caribbean pos­ 
sessions, whose problems always seem to 
be the most vexing in midwinter and 
seemingly demanding visits when it is 
cold here and pleasant there. 
No, it’s a hot, dusty trip, probably at

The intentional overloading o f 
the body systems with drugs is 
an ever-growing hazard. 
Sometimes, without knowledge 
overdosages of certain drucs and 
medicines are taken by eith e r 
children or adults It is not un 
common to see a child who has 
taken an overdose of sleep i n g 
pills, barbiturates, or a s p i r i n 
There are also many, many per 
sons who take overdoses of medi 
cines in suicidal attempts. 
There is great difficulty i n 
treating those who accidentally 
take large amounts of t h e s e 
drugs. In some instances, t h e 
physician is quite helpless if too 
great an amount is taken, espe­ 
cially if too long a time h a s 
elapsed before the patient comes 
for help. 
Until recently, the ‘heory o f 
treatment has been to maintain 
life until the body could rid it­ 
self of the drug through normal 
processes. This sometimes takes 
weeks and the patient could hover 
between life and death for days 


Artificial Kidney 
It was then discovered that an 
instrument known as the artifv 


eial kidney, used to treat cases of 
uremia, was effective in treating 
some of these cases of drug poi­ 
soning. It seems that drugs such 
as the barbiturates or aspirin are 
not totally combined with t h e 
proteins of the body when a b- 
sorbed, and therefore can b c 
readily eliminated by the artifi­ 
cial kidney. 
Recently, when this type of kid 
ney was used in patients suffer­ 
ing from poisoning, they regain­ 
ed consciousness and 
improved 
in other ways very rapidly. It is 
a relatively safe method of treat­ 
ing these people. 
Up until a few years ago. the 
artificial k’dney was still in the 
experimental stage, but with its 
usage becoming more and more 
common, it can eliminate many 
types of poisons from the blood 
and perhaps thwart man s abuse 
of his health.

Stuyvesant, thev were permitted 
to settle, to have a synagogue 
and «i burial plate of their own 
provided that they would always 
take caic of their own destitute. 
They have never broken that con­ 
tract. 
A year ago, Captain 
Joshua 
Goldberg, Chief Jewish C h a p ­ 
lain of the American unlit a r y 
services, wa 
in Spain He found 
that a few .lews were in I h e 
capital, Madrid and that t h e y 
had improvised a synagogue, a1 
together inadequately equipp e d. 
Chaplain Goldberg preached I n 
that synagogue in the uniform of 
an American nava1 officer. It was 
the first time in 461 years that 
an ordained rabbi had preached 
at a service in Madrid. 
The Moroccan Jewish students 
before whom Chaplain Goldb e r 
also preached, impored him to 
send a rabbi to Madrid, T h e 
President of the Jewish c o m- 
munity there, who had been re­ 
ceived by Franco, Daniel F Ba 
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A 


roukh, abo expressed a desire 
for a rabbi. 
This year, this was accomplish­ 
ed. On the Jew ish holy d a y s, 
Bosh Hashannah (New Y e a n and 
Yoni Kippur (The Day of Atone­ 
ment). for the first time since 
1492, the Jew ish community o f 
Madrid has a Torah (a scroll of 
the law) beautifully garbed in 
silks, as is the Jewish custom, 
Hebrew prayer books, pray e r 
.shawls, skull caps—and a rabbi. 
The rabbi, David A Jessurun 
Cardozo, comes from 
an o l d 
Spanish family that had settled 
in Holland. He was educated i n 
Amsterdam and London. He came 
to the United States and has held 
rabbinical posts in New York and 
Philadelphia. He preaches n o t 
only in English and Hebrew hut 
abo in Spanish 
and is there­ 
fore eminently fitted for t h i s 
post. 
Thus the circle of history i s 
dosed. Jewish culture r e a c h e d 
heights in Spam, prior to 1492, 
unequalled anywhere else in Bur 
ope* Mairaonidts, the g r e a t e s t 
Jewish philosopher, Jehuda Hal- 
evy, the greatest Jewish 
poet, 
and I bn Gabirol, whose poems 
have become part of the Jewish 
liturgy, were Spaniards. 
Then came 
Ferdinand 
a n d 
Labella, the wars with the Moors 
and bad times. It is in b a d 
times that persecutions o f t e n 
occur 
In Spain 
a monolith i c 
nationalism produced a 
violent 
reaction against any people \tho 
were in any manner different 
from the norm of Spanish life 
and culture After the Jews were 
expelled 
Spain was closed t o 
them for more than four c e n 
tunes. 
Yet it i 
a curious fact t h a t 
dun]';, the Hitler persecution of 
the Jews. Franco opened Spain 
to Jewish 
refugees from 
t h e 
Nazi 
Many found their way in 
to that land that had so long 
rejected them They were p r o 
tectcd there from Nazi espion­ 
age, The Spanish and Portuguese 
asylums for Jews were particul­ 
arly important during World War 
I when most of western Europe 
was overrun by Hiller s armies. 
In 1949, Franco granted Span­ 
ish nationality to several hundred 
Jewis of Spanish origin who had 
been released from Nazi concen­ 
tration camps In 1945, he h a d 


granted the Jewish community 
of Madrid and Barcelona f u l l 
rights of worship according t o 
their tradition. In 1947, he had 
authorized the introduction o f 
Jewish education in certain pub­ 
lic schools which Jewish chil­ 
dren attend. 
T h i s being the 300th anniver­ 
sary of the settlement of t h e 
Jews in New York. I am inform 
rd that Temple Emanuel of New 
York, the largest Jew ish c o n 
gregation in the United States, 
has defrayed the costs of send­ 
ing Rabbi Cardozo to Spain to 
reinstitute Jewish 
worship a t 
Madrid for the high holy days 
this year. 
Even to those who are n o t 
Jews, these d e n ts must spell a j 
new day in Spain. It is particular­ 
ly significant that the arrange 
ments were made through a rab­ 
bi who is an officer 
in 
t h e 
United States Navy and that the 
rabbi sent to Spain comes from 
the United States It is a symbol 
of a renewal of religious toler­ 
ance in a part of the world from 
which it has so long been ab­ 
sent.
